botulism, tiiis time in Oregon. 
As fre­ 
q uently happens, the cause in this 
case was string beans, home canned 
by the cold pack method. 
On February 2, 1U24. 12 members of 
three families ate their noon meal to­ 
gether. There were six adults and six 
children, 
the 
ages 
running 
from 
eighteen months to sixty y ears. 
The 
meal consisted of cook ed fresh meat, 
boiled 
potatoes, 
n 
salad 
of 
home- 
canned string beans, bread, butter and 
coffee. 
The beans were home-grown 
as well as home-canned and had been 
put up several y ears previous, in an 
ordinary screw-topped can. They were 
apparently safe, as far as could be told 
by odor, taste and appearance. 
All present ate some of the beans, 
tlie two elghteen-months-old children 
being given a few teaspoonfuls of the 
liq uid. 
The earliest Illness occurred 
in two children, aged six and nine. 
In 
10 hours. 
The longest interval was in 
a child of three, who did not show 
any sy mptoms until after 40 hours. 
All of the 12 persons became 111, with 
vomiting, rapid pulse, subnormal tem­ 
perature. difficulty of respiration and 
swallowing, 
unconsciousness 
and 
death. 
The time of death after eating the 
poisoned food varied from 27 hours to 
'•ight day s. 
Every one of the 12 per­ 
sons died. 
The germ which 
is responsible for 
this disease, the bacillus botuilnus. 
is 
verv commonly found in ordinary gar 
den dirt. 
When vegetables are put up 
]>\ the cold pack method, the amount 
•f h -at used is not enough to k ill these 
get* as. 
They grow in the cans and de­ 
velop » iip poison, which is almost al­ 
way s fatal if tak en in any q uantity . 
Thorough cook ing 
k ills the germs 
and destroy s the poison. 
Any canned 
food which shows any signs of 
spoil­ 
ing in odor, color, taste or appearance 
should be thrown away . 
Any canned 
foods, especially those put up by the 
■•old pack method, should be thorough­ 
ly cook ed before serving.

ease which k ills 100 per cent of those 
who get it is not to be trifled with.

into the fields mid to leave the ani­ 
mals there until the fields tire en­ 
tirely cleaned up of all feed. 
At the 
beginning of such a feeding period 
feed is relatively plentiful and the 
stock makes some gains in weight. 
Later, when the animals should be 
on heavier feed, the supply of feed 
is relatively scarce and It requires a 
lot of moving around for an animal to 
get enough feed to continue making 
a gain. 
Sometimes animals come to 
a standstill or even lose weight on 
this account. 
Such a loss in weight 
Is a double loss. 
Let Stock Clean Up. 
A better plan where a whole crop 
is to he fed to live stock is to harvest 
the better part of the crop and allow 
the stock to clean up the remainder; 
then, when this is gone, feed the 
harvested part of the crop and uvolil 
losing any of the gains made from 
the cleanup of the field. Another way 
of harvesting n crop with live stock 
is to remove the fattening stock be­ 
fore feed becomes scarce and replace 
them with other stock to clean up 
what the fattening stock has left. 
Water Is Essential. 
A readily available supply of good 
drinking water is also essential when 
stock is used to harvest a crop. When 
a fattening animal has to walk a mile 
or so for a drink it won’t always 
drink 
enough 
water, 
especially 
on 
cold, windy days. 
It takes a lot of 
energy for a fat animal to walk any 
great distance and to produce this 
energy it requires feed, so a good 
water supply will save feed.—E. 11.

•producers attended December Id, one 
tof the most interesting demonstrations 
ever held in Pickaway county. 
Paul Gerl&ugh. animal 
husbandry 
specialist Ohio State university tool* 
up the subject of meat cuts taken from 
tlie various grades of hogs. 
Tie pur­ 
chased these cuts and had them there 
to show the farmers why the packer 
could pay more Tor the 
heavy and 
medium weight hogs than for lights. 
Mr. Gerlaugh also discussed a few pro­ 
duction probems of interest tr* the 
farmers. 
Thomas Trainer, division 
J superintendent 
of the 
Pennsylvania 
lines gave the farmers assurance that 
the Pennsylvania railroad would do all 
¡it could to help the Pickaway Live- 
j stock company to develop to the limit 
of service that, the railroad can render. 
Russell East, agricultural agent of 
I the Pennsylvania railroad gave a few 
remarks 
concerning losses 
in ship­ 
ment and the interest the railroad is 
taking in 
developing 
the Livestock 
company. 
J. L. Snypp, of the (Eastern States 
Co, Ohio Farm 
Bureau 
Federation 
conducted 
the actual 
grading work. 
Mr. Snypp handles direct to packers 
shipments. 
The double deck carload 
that was loaded following the demon­ 
stration netted the shippers $0.10 per 
hundredweight- The price was within 
50 cents of the Pittsburg to$o that day.

The farmers may 
receive better prices 
for their 
live­ 
stock by first 
listing their

i possible so as to permit shipping di­ 
rect which eliminates freight costs 
j and shrinks and the animals are sold 
on home weights; fourth, put a large 
enough volume thru the association to 
facilitate grading and thereby ship 
ping direct to the packers. |A similar

But nine out of every ten 
motorcar owners, according to statis­ 
tics, are fully as careless with their 
machines, which often represent a bag 
of gold pieces far too heavy to carry. 
You think nothing of leaving your 
car for long periods without locking It. 
And 
If you are fortunate enough In 
still hav ing it, why It Is nothing less 
than sheer luck. 
It Is little wonder 
that auto mo bile thieves live off the 
fat o f the land and find such 
a pro fit­ 
able field for their work. 


How Thieves Work. 


Thieves usually work In pairs and 
when they see an unlocked car at the 
curb, 
they 
drive 
another 
machine 
alongside of the unlocked one. 
It is 
an easy matter to step from one into 
the other. 
In case they are discov­ 
ered in the actual theft, the other car 
Is the means of getting away. 
As a 
rule they take the one that offers the 
least resistance for an easy get-away. 
Suppose your car is one of those 
stolen. 
Could you identify it with a 
new paint job or other disguising fea­ 
tures? Remember that the *ar Is the 
thief’s property until 
proved other­ 
wise. 
Without some real proof you 
cannot, of course, claim your property 
With the engine numbers and frame 
identification removed, you cannot pos­ 
sibly tell your car front another, es­ 
pecially on account of t.ln* fact that 
there are so many standard models. 


Identification Marks. 


It is a simple m atter to put secret 
identification marks on your machine. 
Inside the hr.bmps and on the frame 
are excellent plneps 
Or you might 
loosen s» cne part of the upholstery 
and Insert your busir* s card. 
In this 
event you would retch the thief red- 
banded. 
Suppose that those identifi­ 
cation places were discovered and re­ 
moved— swoly there are other ways 
that will suggest themselves to you 
from an observation of your own par­ 
ticular car. 
And a thief isn’t super­ 
hum an; he cannot locate all the iden 
uhcation places. 
— But do it right now. 
Don’t watt un­ 
til the car is gone. 
It only takes a few seconds to lock 
your car. 
And, as a rule, the thief 
shadows his prospect several days be­ 
fore he steals it. 
If be sees that you 
are careful it is a ten to one shot that 
he'll puss your machine up for one 
that Is easier to i ;eal. 
So don’t put temptation in his way.
